The political provender which he 
had in storage at the beginning of 
his campaign, ready to use when he 
Started on the big push to the 
front, has soured on him. The 
Smith boom has gone. Of course 
he never could have been nominat- 
ed, but he could have made a fine 
sortie, a brave stand, assembling 
around him gallantly all the forces 
of the civilization wherein he is a 
hero. So he might have been mar- 
tyred and gained great virtue by 
his martyrdom; might have beena 
great power in this region for the 
rest of his life. At the end of a ga)- 
lant dash, though deadly, he wou'd 
have been carrying the banner of 
this gay and lovely civilization of 
the Atlantic seaboard states. 

But for three days Smith has sat 
with cold feet, afraid to go, and 
now he can't go. He should have 
had 409, he boasted that he had 
500 unquestionable votes. Now he 
has a scant and scared 300, and be- 
cause his followers in the nven- 
tion booed and howled and hooted 
at the representative of a civiliza- 
tion which they could not under- 
stand, their armored knight is a 
busted community, « rather rusty 
figure with hardly a veto power 
upon the work of the convention 
which he might have directed. 
even if he could not bring it to his 
banner. 

Of course Bryan and his crowd 
think that this gallery demonstra- 
tion against McAdoo is Wall street, 
which is absurd. The powers that 
direct Wall street are not gan- 
grened with the gawky provincia)- 
ism that affecta New York. Wall 
street would have handled Smith 
much better than Tammany has 
handled him, for Wall street is es- 
sentially of Main street and knows 
the psychology of the mother- 
home-and-heaven crowd.

OUNG STRIBLING is barely 
20 years age. To be 
alluding to him as the “coming 
Jack Dempsey’ appears to be 
bearing heavily on the ballyhoo 
stuff. Yet several good judges 


have said that in a year or two 
he ought to be a candidate for 
the job of wearing the Dempsey 
crown. 

It's quite a job, but eventually 
some one must fall heir to it 
even if Jack's title can’t be lifted 
by force.

Premium on Attack. 


T is seldom that punching pow- 
er not evident in a young fight- 
er’'s makeup is developed later. 
Constant effort might improve it; 
but more particularly the boxer 


who ordinarily lacks a punch 
must develop something else—a 
willingness to take a chance. 

No fighter who thinks more of 

defense than of attack can be 

expected to develop a wallop. But 
many a fighter who is known as 
a light hitter would have been a 
slugger had he struck with his 
body going WITH the punch in- 
stead of AWAY from it.

Hearing in Millmen’s Case to Be 
July 24 at Washington. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

JEFFERSON CITY, July 3.— 
Special Commissioner Shackelford, 
appointed to hear testimony in the 
anti-trust proceeding pending in 
Supreme Court against the St. 
Louis Millmen’s Association, today 
set the next hearing for July 24, 
in Washington, D. C., when Attor- 
ney-General Barrett plans to take 
the testimony of several expert wit- 
nesses on alleged price-fixing prac- 
tices charged against the millmen. 

Taking of this evidence will con- 
stitute the State’s rebuttal testi- 
mony in an attempt to offset de- 
fense testimony which was pre- 
sented at several recent hearings 
in St. Louis. 

Commenting on the decision to 
take the testimony of experts on 
business methods of the association 
Attorney-General Barrett said. 

“The State has shown from the 
very records of the Millmen’'s As- 
sociation that it has violated the 
anti-trust laws. Their own records 
have forced them into the posi- 
| tion of attempting to deny that the 
' minutes are a true account of what 
‘occurred at the meetings and that 
their by-laws are the laws under 
| which they operate.
